The ordination of Rev. Mr. Cloud 
awakens an interest in the gubjeot of 
conferring holy orders upon 
mute men to work among th. 
their ow n class. Rev. Henri Winter 
Syle, M.A., the first deaf pel 
ordained to the niinisti 

the deaconate by the Rt 

William Paeon Stevens, Bishop 
of Pennsylvania, at St. 
Church, Philadelphia, October 8th, 
1876. The Bishop himself preached 
the sermon on this occasion, in which 
he eloquently and forcibly stated the 
reason that impelled hini'to lake the 
step. Rev, M r. Sylfe died on .lanuarv 
1st, 1890, after having founded and 
built All Souls' Chrueh for the Deaf, 
Philadelphia. A little over 1 1 
months after Mr. Syle's ordination. 
Rev. A W. .Mann, for si 
years a teacher at the Michigan school 
for the Deaf, was admitted to the 
Older of Deacons by Bishop 
Bedell, of Ohio, at Grace Church, 
Cleveland. On October 1 I. 

the Church of the Covenant, Philadel- 
phia, the Rev. Mosos. Syle and Matin 
advanced to. the Order of Priests 

t)9 their respective Bishops, who were 
then attending General Convention 
of the Episcopal Church. The death 
of the ReV, Mr. Syle makes Mr. Mann 
the oldest ordained deaf-mute clergy- 
man in the world.
